The  beau¬ 
tiful  hymn  of  Dr.  Walts’  was  sung— 

“There  is  a  land  of  pure  delight

After  each  rerse  the  children’s  chorus  was 


sung— 

“We're  marching  through  Immanuel’  ground,

And  never,  never  part  again. 

U  hat!  never  part  again?

.None  but  those  who  have  sung  such  a 
hviiin  under  similar  circum.itances,  can  un¬ 
derstand  its  full  meaning  and  efleci.  It  was 
a  reality.  There  lay  one  on  the  very  verge 
of  that  “land  of  pure  delight.”  We  were 
bidding  him  farewell,  but  were  convinced  it 
was  not  a  final  separation,  looking  forward  to 
that  home  which  death  does  not  invade,  and 
from  which  “  they  go  no  more  out  for  ever.” 
The  pa.ssHge  of  Scripture  which  was  read,

— “  Aye  !”  After  a  pause,  during  which  his 
thoughts  were  evidently  intent  on  the  heav¬ 
enly  city  be  was  m  soon  to  enter,  be  said — 
“  Repeat  that  about  the  great  army  !”  Mr. 
Knight  replied — “  I  beheld,  and  lo,  a  great 
multitude,  which  no  man  could  number,  of 
all  nations,  and  kindred,  and  people,  and 
tongues,  stood  before  the  throne  and  before 
the  Lamb,  clothed  with  white  robes,  and 
palms  in  their  bands,  and  cried  with  a  loud 
voice,  saying,  *Salvaiipn  to  our  God,  which 
siiteth  upon  il»e  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb.*  ” 
The  author  added — “  What  are  these  which 
are  arrayed  in  white  robes,  and  whence  came 
they  ?  These  are  they  which  came  out  of 
great  tribulation,  and  have  washed  their  robes, 
and  made  them  white  in  the  blood  of  the 
Lamb.  Therefore  are  they  before  the  throne 
of  God,  and  serve  Him  day  and  night  in  His 
temple,  and  He  thatsitteth  on  the  throne  shall 
dwell  among  them.  They  shall  hunger  no 
more,  neither  thirst  any  more,  neither  shall 
the  sun  light  on  them,  nor  any  beat.

Though  he  aaid  nothings  bis  expressive 
countenance  plainly  manifested  that  his  re¬ 
quest  had  been  understood.  He  was  by  faith, 
beholding  “  that  great  army”  whom  he  was 
so  soon  to  join  in  celebrating  the  high  anthem 
of  Heaven — “  Blessing  and  honor,  and  glory, 
and  power,  he  unto  him  that  siiteth  upon  the 
throne, and  unto  the  Lamb  for  ever  and  ever.” 
Prayer  was  then  offered  by  Mr.  Knight,  in 
which*we  unitedly  commended  the  spirit  of 
our  dying  friend  lo  the  care  of  his  Divine 
Saviour,  praising  God  on  his  behalf,  for  the 
abundant  grace  and  strong  consolation  with 
which  he  was  favored. 

After  we  had  risen  from  our  knees,  still 
considerate  for  others,  he  asked  if  his  broth- 
er^n-law  would  lake  some  refreshment,  fear¬ 
ing  he  had  not  breakfasted.  This  led  losome 
remarks  on  the  feast  of  bliss  which  Jesus 
was  preparing  for  his  followers,  and  to  which 
he  was  at  that  moment  wailing  to  receive  our 
beloved  friend  as  a  guest.  To  this  he  replied 
in  a  lone  of  earnest  desire — “I  wish  He  would 
come  !” 

He  then  took  a  most  tender  farewell  of  his 
afflicted  wife.  To  his  daughter,  who  bent 
over  him,  in  great  distress,  he  said,  with  in¬ 
expressible  tenderness — “  Bless  thee,  my 
child  !”  “  You  love  me  still,  father  ?” 

“  Yes,  dearly.”  He  then  opened  his  band, 
which  had  now  almost  lost  its  power  of  mo¬ 
tion,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  hers,  which 
he  tenderly  pressed  together  with  that  of  the 
writer.  This  was  its  last  act. 

After  a  pause,  he  said  suddenly,  hut  not 
without  considerable  effort — “  Bring  them 
all.”  His  meaning  not  being  at  first  appre¬ 
hended,  various  suggestions  were  made  by 
those  around  him,  respecting  the  probable 
nature  of  his  wish,  to  all  of  which  he  ex¬ 
pressed  his  dissent  by  a  motion  of  the  head, 
it  was  very  painful  not  to  be  able  at  once  to 
gratify  his  desire,  as  he  was  most  anxious  to 
make  us  understand,  though  he  now  seemed 
to  have  entirely  lost  the  power  of  speech. — 
But  making  one  more  attempt,  with  a  despe¬ 
rate  struggle  Ue  whispered — “  Every  body  !” 

These  were  his  last  words.  They  were  an 
evidence  how  fully  conscious  he  was,  of  bis 
being  on  the  point  of  departure,  as  well  as  a 
final  and  striking  illustration  of  his  thought¬ 
ful  regard  lo  others.  We  imagined  he  might 
yet  survive  an  hour  or  two,  but,  judging  from 
his  own  feelings  that  his  departure  would  be 
immediate,  and  knowing  the  melancholy  sat¬ 
isfaction  of  being  present  at  the  actual  death 
of  a  dear*friend,  of  which  they  might  be  de¬ 
prived.  who  had  kindly  quilted  his  room  lest 
he  should  be  inconvenienced  by  a  crowd,  his 
last  effort  of  affection  was  to  summon  all  in 
the  house,  into  his  chamber,  which  was  now 
filled  with  sorrowing  but  silent  friends. 

It  was  indeed  a  solemn  season  !  Grief  it¬ 
self  was  awed  into  stillness,  by  the  majesty 
of  death.  What  event  can  boast  such  dig¬ 
nity  ?  It  was  the  exit  of  a  soul  !  It  was  his 
entrance  into  glory  !  Angels  were  there 
wailing  to  be  the  escort !  The  Lord  of  an¬ 
gels  Himself  was  present,  “  He  who  livetli, 
and  was  dead,  and  is  alive  for  evermore,  and 
hath  the  keys  of  Death  and  of  Hades.”  He 
himself  turns  the  loi^,  and  opens  the  door, 
dismissing  from  this  world,  and  welcoming 
into  the  next,  the  souls  of  all  who  believe 
and  obey  Him  !  We  fell,  as  we  watched  the 
departure  of  our  friend,  that,  to  use  his  own 
beautiful  words,  it  was  ”  no  frightful  monster 
at  bis  bedside,  but  that  benignant  Saviour 
wailing  to  receive  him.” 

Increased  difficulty  of  breathing  was  the 
only  distressing  symptom.  He  appeared  no 
longer  conscious  of  what  took  place  around 
him.  He  gazed  upwards  as  in  a  rapt  vision. 
No  film  overspread  bis  eyes.  They  beamed 
with  an  unwonted  lustre,  and  the  whole  coun¬ 
tenance,  losing  the  aspect  of  disease  and  pain, 
with  which  we  had  been  so  long  familiar, 
glowed  with  an  expression  of  indescribable 
rapture.  As  we  watched  in  silent  wonder 
and  praise,  his  features,  which  had  become 
motionless,  suddenly  yielded  for  a  few  sec¬ 
onds,  to  a  smile  of  ecsiacy  which  no  pencil 
could  ever  depict,  and  which  none  who  wit¬ 
nessed  it,  can  ever  forget.  And  when  it 
passed  away,  still  the  whole  countenance 
continued  to  beam  and  brighten,  as  if  reflect¬ 
ing  the  glory  on  which  the  soul  was  gazing. 
Like  Stephen,  he  was,  by  faith,  looking  up  to 
I  Heaven,  and  with  a  clearer  vision  than  may 
be  hoped  for,  till  the  river  of  death  is  well 
nigh  passed,  was  beholding  through  the  open- 
ing  gales  of  glory,  “  the  Son  of  man  standing 
at  the  right  hand  of  God.”  It  is  not  too 
much  to  say,  that  as  far  as  the  expression  of 
holy  rapture  could  contribute  to  it,  like  Ste¬ 
phen’s,  “  his  face  was,  as  it  bad  been  the  face 
of  an  angel.” 

Though  his  emaciated  frame,  propped  up 
by  pillows,  was  incapable  of  the  least  effort, 
yet  such  was  the  effect  on  the  bystanders  of 
his  upward,  outstretching  gaze,  that  even  the 
motionless  body  itself  seemed  to  be  reaching 
forward  as  if  impatient  for  the  summons  to 
depart.  We  saw  as  much  as  mortal  eye 
could  see,  of  the  entrance  of  a  soul  into  glory. 
Nothing  more  could  have  been  given  us,  but 
the  actual  vision  of  the  separate  spirit,  and 
its  angelic  convoy.  This  glorious  spectacle 
lasted  for  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  increas¬ 
ing  in  interest  to  the  last,  during  which  the 
soul  seemed  pouring  itself  forth  from  the 
frail  tenement  which  bad  imprisoned  it,  fnlo 
the  embrace  of  its  Lord.  The  breathing  now 
became  shorter  and  shorter — then  after  a  long 
pause,  one  last  gentle  hearing  of  the  chest — 
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and,  without  a  struggle,  at  two  o’clock,  the 
soul  had  fled ! 

Was  this  dying?  All  present  felt  that  their 
departed  friend  bad  never  before  been  so  em¬ 
phatically  alive.  How  fully  were  bis  own 
words  realized,  that  he  should  nox  die!  There 
was  grief,  but  no  gloom  in  that  chamber. — 
The  glory  of  Heaven  seemed  to  illuminate 
it.  The  sun  bad  gone  down  white  it  was  yet 
day,  in  full  radiance,  without  a  cloud,  and  the 
reflection  still  rested  on  those  who  had  watched 
its  setting.  We  could  not  look  on  that  corpse 
and  imagine  for  a  moment  it  was  not  a  friend. 
It  was  but  the  dwelling  in  which  for  a  little 
season  he  had  lodged.  He  bimseirhad  now 
entered  that  “  building  of  God,  the  house  not 
made  with  bands,  eternal  in  the  heavens.” 
The  weary  pilgrim  had  landed  on  the  shore 
of  the  celestial  Canaan,  and  was  welcomed 
by  angels  and  by  Christ.  The  Christian 
PHiLosoPHRR,  having  long  been  triumphing 
over  death,  now,  “  more  than  conqueror,” 
had  exchanged  the  conflict  for  the  crown  of 
life  which  fadelh  not  away.  It  was  rather  a 
translation  than  a  death.  He  was  not,  for 
God  took  him. 

“  Thus  star  by  star  declines. 

Till  all  are  passed  away. 

As  morning  high  and  higher  shines 

To  pure  and  perfect  day : 

Nor  sink  those  stars  in  empty  night. 

But  hide  themselves  in  heaveirs  own  light.” 

Religion  Essential  to  the  Medical 
Profession. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Warren,  in  his  address  before  the 
American  Medical  Association,  makes  the 
following  elevated  and  beautifully  expressed 
remarks : 

‘  A  mere  moral  sentiment  is  not  a  sufficient 
support  to  the  character  of  a  professor  of  the 
healing  art.  He  is  daily  placed  in  situations, 
and  involved  in  responsibilities,  which  can  be 
known  to  no  human  mind  but  his  own  ;  and, 
if  he  does  not  feel  answerable  for  his  conduct 
to  a  higher  consciousness,  than  that  of  his  own 
heart,  he  may  stand  on  ground,  which  will 
sink  beneath  his  feet.  Religious  opinions  and 
religious  feelings  forma  highly  important  part 
of  the  medical  character.  They  carry  us 
through  scenes  of  difficulty  and  danger,  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  lo  our  own  consciousness. 
They  enable  us  to  give  support  and  consolation 
to  patients,  who  are  suffering  under  mental  as 
well  as  bodily  distress ;  and  they  purify  all 
our  conduct,  by  the  reflection,  that  we  must 
give  an  account  of  the  motives  of  our  acts,  as 
well  as  of  our  manner  of  performing  them.  The 
loss  of  our  patient’s  confidence,  the  jealousies 
of  our  professional  brethren,  the  disappoint¬ 
ment  of  our  sanguine  hopes,  are  all  soothed  or 
obliterated  by  higher  feelings.  And,  finally, 
the  confidence  of  every  patient,  whether  relig¬ 
ious  or  not,  will  be  greatest  in  a  physician,  who 
is  animated  by  the  noblest  principles,  which 
the  human  mind  is  capable  of  entertaining. 

“  We  are  Seven.” 

“Then  draw  we  nearer, day  by  day, 

Each  to  his  brethren,  all  to  God.” 

One  of  Wordsworth’s  sweetest,  simplest 
poems  is  that  entitled,  “  We  are  Seven.” 
The  Poet  meets  a  little  cottage  girl — a  fair 
curly-haired  child,  some  eight  summers  old — - 
who,  in  answer  to  his  question  as  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  her  brothers  and  sisters,  replies,  fVe 
are  Seven.  But  when  he  further  asks  after 
the  history  and  abode  of  each,  he  finds  that 
the  child's  numeration  differs  touchingly  from 
that  of  the  world — 

“  And  where  are  they  ?  I  pray  you  tell.^ 

She  answered  •  Seven  are  we; 

And  two  of  us  at  Conway  dwell. 

And  two  are  gone  to  sea. 

“  ‘  Two  of  us  in  the  church-yard  lie. 

My  sister  and  my  brother ; 

And  in  the  church-yard  cottage,  I 
Dwell  near  tiietn  with  my  mother.” 

Her  questioner  tries  to  make  her  see  and 
confess  that,  according  to  this  reckoning,  the 
family  consists  not  of  seven  but  of  five — since 
two  “  are  not.”  But  she  is  not  to  be  moved 
from  her  loving  conviction  that  seven,  neither 
more  nor  less,  is  the  family  number.  She 
artlessly  narrates  the  story  of  the  illness  and 
death  of  the  two  departed  ones, — how  sister 
Jane  lay  moaning  in  bed,  till  it  pleased  God 
lo  release  her  of  her  pain,  and  she  was  laid 
in  the  church-yard  ;  and  how,  when  the  grass 
was  dry,  the  children  played  together  round 
her  little  grave  ;  and  how,  in  the  cold  winter, 
brother  John  too  w'as  forced  to  go,  and  was 
laid  by  the  side  of  dead  Jane. 

“  ‘  How  many  are  you,  then,’  said  I, 

‘  If  they  two  are  in  heaven  ?* 

•  Quick  was  the  little  maid’s  reply, 

•  O  Master,  we  are  seven.’ 

“  ‘  But  they  are  dead,  those  two  are  dead  ! 
Their  spirits  are  in  heaven !’ 

’Twas  throwing  words  away  ;  for  still 

The  little  maid  would  have  her  will. 

And  said,  ‘  Nay,  we  are  seven.’  ” 

So  reasons  a  simple  child,  who  cannot  real¬ 
ize  what  we  call  Death  ;  and  so  reason  the 
members  of  Christ’s  Church,  of  God’s  family, 
of  the  Communion  of  Saints,  one  of  another. 
When  the  last  messenger  summons  one  and 
another  away,  the  survivors  still  hold  com¬ 
munion  with  them  in  spiritual  longings  and 
groanings  that  cannot  be  uttered.  The 
brotherly  intercourse  is  not  broken  up — al¬ 
though  the  departed  ones  are  laid  in  the 
church-yard,  and  the  bereaved  ones  congre¬ 
gate  around  their  graves,  “  and  the  mourners 
go  about  the  streets.”  Still  does  a  holy  and 
happy  relationship  exist — still  are  there  sym¬ 
pathies,  common  interests,  common  hopes, 
common  bonds  of  imraoitaliiy.  Worldly  e)'es 
see  a  great  scattering  and  sundering  of  the 
home  circle — a  great  loss  and  decrease  of  the 
little  flock  ;  but  spiritual .  vision  follows  the 
flight  of  the  departed,  and  beholds  one 
Father’s  hand  gently  outstretched  over  all — 
over  the  members  of  his  earthly  and  of  his 
heavenly  home— “  for  all  live  unto  Him.” 
And  therefore  worldly  eyes  do  greatly  err, 
not  knowing  the  Scriptures,  neither  the  power 
of  God.  If  one  weak  member  of  the  family 
on  earth  is  disposed  to  pine  and  fret  at  heavy 
bereavement,  there  seems  to  come  a  voice 
from  the  upper  sanctuary,  which  says,  “  Do 
thyself  no  harm,  for  we  are  all  here  !”  11 
we  are  absent  from  the  body,  ive  are  at  home 
with  the  Lord — and  that  is  far  better. 

The  Communion  of  Saints  is  one  of  the 
articles  in  the  Apostles’  Creed.  Bui  lo  us 
who  so  otten  repeat  this  Creed,  the  question 
once  put  to  Martha  of  Bethany  is  not  uncalled 
for, — “  Believest  thou  this  ?”  John  Newton,  of 
OIney,  says,  in  one  of  his  Letters,  “  If  we 
derive  fresh  spirits  from  considering  our 
friends  and  associates  on  earth,  how  should 


we  take  fire  if  w«  could  penetrate  within 
the  reil,  and  take  a  view  of  the  invisible 
world  !  We  should  not  then  complain  that 
we  were  serving  Gkd  alone.  Oh,  the  num¬ 
bers,  the  voices,  the  Tiplures  of  that  heavenly 
host !  Not  one  complaining  note,  not  one  dis¬ 
cordant  string !  How  many  thousand  years 
has  the  harmony  bten  strengthening  by  the 
hourly  accession  of  new  voices  !” 

And  of  this  Communion  a  Christian  poet 
of  our  own  days  tesifies  saying, — 

“  Meanwhile,  with  evwy  son  and  saint  of  Thine, 
Along  the  glorious  Ine, 

Sitting  by  turns  beneati  Thy  racred  feet. 

Well  bold  comoiunUo  sweet ; 

Know  them  by  look  ano  voice,  and  thank  them  all. 
For  helping  us  in  tbra'J, 

For  words  of  hope,  and  bright  examples  given. 

To  show  through  moonless  skies  that  there  is  light 
in  heaven.”  •  ’ 


The  Munificent  Church-Woman. 

MRS.  PARTia  or  BATH. 

(Conehded.) 

One  whose  position  gave  him  ample  op¬ 
portunities  for  forming  a  correct  estimate  of 
her  character,  thus  vrites  to  me :  “  Her 
whole  mind  seemed  D  be  impressed  with 
the  conviction,  that  sh*  ought  to  use  her  for¬ 
tune  as  a  talent  commited  to  her  trust ;  but 
not  this  alone.  She  appeared  to  take  ddight 
in  relieving  the  distresies  of  her  fellow-crea¬ 
tures,  and  in  devising  tie  best  means  of  doing 
so  judiciously.  Her  banker.  Sir  Charles 
Price,  observed  in  my  hearingafter  her  death, 
that  in  or  about  the  ymr  lS4d,  be  found  it 
necessary  to  try  and  restrain  herliberality  with 
respect  lo  new  ebaritiea  as  otherwise  her  de¬ 
sire  of  giving  would  have  entrenched  upon 
her  own  means  of  supfort.  The  plain  and 
frugal  way  in  which  she  lived,  was  in 
striking  contrast  with  the  enormous  sums  of 
money  which  she  expended  in  charity.  As 
to  her  religious  views,  ber  mind  was  deeply 
impressed  with  a  serilfe  of  the  errors  of  Po¬ 
pery.  She  appears,  indeed,  to  have  had  an 
abhorrence  of  the  system.  Respecting  the 
state  of  her  mind  in  her  last  moments,  being 
in  her  eighty-ninth  year  when  she  died,  her 
faculties  were  for  a  year  or  two  previously 
very  much  weakened  ;  but  from  my  latest 
conversations  with  her,  I  am  persuaded  that 
she  deprecated  all  idea  of  attaching  any, — 
the  least  possible  merit,  as  in  God’s  sight,  to 
her  works  of  charily.  While  she  acknow¬ 
ledged  that  He  put  it  into  her  heart  to  be  use¬ 
ful  to  others,  her  only  trust  for  pardon  and  ac¬ 
ceptance  with  Him  was  a  simple  reliance  as 
a  poor  lost  sinner  upon  the  atoning  blood  and 
perfect  righteousness  of  Christ  her  Saviour.” 

Another  party,  on  whose  representations  1 
am  pervuaded  perfect  reliance  may  be  placed, 
thus  suiivmarily  describes  her  “  Closing 
Scene 

“  Her  illness  was  of  brief  duration,  and 
her  passing  away  almost  without  pain.  It 
was  simply  ‘  a  ceasing  to  be.’  The  burden 
of  nearly  ninety  years  bad  told  heavily  upon 
her :  and  latterly  her  faculties  had  become 
visibly  impaired.  But  to  the  last  the  two 
leading  features  in  her  character  were  dis¬ 
cernible  ;  great  consideration  for  others,  and 
extraordinary  *  lowlimss  of  mind’  as  lo  her¬ 
self.  Never  was  lhe»  a  being  so  thoroughly 
unselfish,  or  more  esientially,  in  heart,  and 
feeling,  and  sentimeii,  a  church-woman. — 
The  last  lime  I  saw  ler — some  time  before 
her  death,— she  remaiked  to  me  w^h  con¬ 
siderable  emotion,  *  If  my  memory  fails  me 
on  all  other  points,  think  God  !  I  can  still 
remember  and  relish  ms  church  prayers.'  ” 

From  another  quarUr  these  particulars 
have  been  transmitted  me.  There  is  a  vein 
of  jocularity  running  through  them  which  I 
could  wish  had  been  toroewhat  more  sub- 
I  dued  •  but  I  do  not  deem  myself  at  liberty 
to  Withhold  their  insertbn. 

Her  disposition  was  eminently'  forbearing, 
gentle,  and  peaceable.  Discord  and  strife 
she  shrunk  from.  Her  f^quent  prayer  w’as, 
“  Multiply  the  peecemakers."  Controversy 
she  detested.  “  I  wish,”  was  her  remark  on 
one  occasion,  “  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  it. 
It’s  a  misuse  boil  of  time  and  talent.  Did 
I  you  ever  know  a  bad  man  brought  to  a  better 
mind  by  abuse  ofhirn  ?”  At  another  lime  a 
very  sarcastic  anc  witty  pamphlet  was  par¬ 
tially  read  lo  heit  Some  of  its  comparisons 
would,  it  was  thought,  amuse  her.  She  in¬ 
terrupted  the  reading,  and  said  with  an  air  of 
grave  displeasure,  “  Put  it  away,  put  it  away  ; 
it's  full  of  bad  language.^'  It  was  repre¬ 
sented  lo  her  that  it  was  deemed  a  very  able 
pamphlet,  and  was  t)e  work  of  a  distinguish¬ 
ed  man.  Her  rejoinder  was  decided.  “  It 
is  altogether  bad.  Its  spirit  is  bad.  The 
feelings  it  calls  up  are  bad.  The  impression 

it  leaves  behind  it  is  had.  Mr. -  will 

wish  it  unwritten  once  and  again  before  life 
closes.” 

Her  strong  feelingi  as  a  church-woman 
have  been  before  adverted  to.  These  led  her 
lo  place  a  high  value  on  episcopacy.  She 
had  a  deep  and  unfeigned  reverence  for  the 
chief  pastors  of  hw  Church.  Nothing 
grieved  her  more  than  any  attempt  to  wound 
the  character,  or  to  impair  the  influence  of  a 
bishop.  Reckless  of  this  bias,  an  indiscreet 
clergyman  who  had  in  object  to  cart)*  with 
her  made  in  her  head ng  some  observations  at 
once  disrespectful  and  derogatoiy  to  his  dio¬ 
cesan.  She  stopped  him  immediately  with 
the  .inquiry,  “  You  must  think,  sir,  that  I 
lightly  value  the  itfluence,  authority,  and 
holy  functions  cf  a  Bishop,  if  you  suppose 
that  I  can  sit  and  listen,  gladly,  lo  your  ani¬ 
madversions  on  your  spiritual  ruler.  I 
thought,  sir,  tha*  you  had  sworn  canonical 
obedience  to  that  prelate  ?  It  appears  to  me 
that  you  are,  seemly,  rebelling  against  him.” 
The  clergyman,  laken  aback,  blundered  out 
some  utimtelligiMe  explanation.  She  cut 
short  the  interview,  and  calmly  negatived  his 
request ;  nor  wotld  she  ever  listen  to  any  re¬ 
presentation  from  that  party. 

Would  that,  in  her  decision  and  fidelity, 
she  had  imitatois !  The  eagerness  with 
which  accusation!  against  bishops  are  listened 
to,  and  the  anxiety  manifested  in  more  than 
one  quarter  to  impair  their  authority,  are 
among  the  worst  features  of  the  limes. 

Perhaps  the  clearest  insight  into  her  char¬ 
acter  may  be  gathered  froman  interview  which 
took  place  many  years  before  death  between 
herself  and  a  rough  but  attached  friend  of  her 
husbond.  She  had  come  up  to  town  on  one 

of  her  charitable  expeditions.  .Mr. - heard 

of  it,  and  determined  to  search  her  out,  and  ex¬ 
postulate  with  heron  her  “wasteful  practices.” 
Ue  traced  her  to  her*  lair  as  she  was  on  the 
point  of  starting  for  a  visit  to  “  The  Ladies’ 
Charity,”  and  commenced  forthwith  a  remon¬ 
strance  on  the  way  she  was  expending  his 
deceased  friend’s  fortune.  She  heard  him 
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with  great  patience ;  and  when  he  had  fin-  ! 
ished,  looked  up  naively,  and  said,  “  W’bat  i 
was  sli  this  money  left  to  roe  for — was  it  not 
to  give  away  ?”  “  Do  you  know,”  was  the 
answer,  “  bow  much  you’ve  got  rid  of  within 
the  last  three  years  ?  To  my  knowledge 
you’ve  disposed  of  twelve  thousand  three 
hundred  ;  how  mneh  more  you  may  have  get  j 
through  I  don’t  know' ;  but  that  amount  I 
have  asceruined.”  “Well!”  was  the  old  ' 
lady’s  submissive  answer,  “  those  to  whom  I  ' 
gave  wanted  it.  That  I  clearly  ascertained. 
They  ail  needed  help.  There’s  not  a  penny 
mis-spent.  All  required  aid — all,  without  ex¬ 
ception.”  *^ray,  ma’am,”  continued  her  ’ 
tormentor,  “  did  you  ever  fall  in  with  a  ebari-  ' 
ly  which  did  not  want  help  ?  Did  you  ever  ! 
Come  across  a  secretary,  or  a  treasurer,  or  . 
a  manager  of  any  charitable  institution,  who  . 
would  say  that  his  coffers  required  no  replen-  ; 
ishing  ?  I’ll  tell  you  what  it  is,  ma’am  ;  ! 
you’ll  be  like  cld  Corara.”  “  Coram  !”  said  ^ 
the  lady,  somewhat  perplexed.  “  Coram  !  1 
know  no  such  person.”  “  It  would  be  strange 
if  you  did,”  continued  the  inquisitor,  “seeing  ’ 
he  died  long  before  you  were  born.  Old 
Thomas  Coram — Captain  Coram — founded 
the  Foundling  Hospital,  and  gave,  and  gave, 
and  gave,  till  he  himself  fell  the  w’ant  of  a 
shilling.”  “Ah!  I  recollect,”  said  .Mrs. 
Partis  :  then,  after  a  short  pause  ;  “  Well ; 
and  do  you  know  how  he  closed  his  career  ?” 
Here  her  visitor  was  posed  ;  and  his  looks 
confessed  ns  much.  She  continued — “  He 
was  not  left  lo  perish.  Friends  w’ere  raised 
up  for  him, and  all  bis  urgent  wants  supplied. 
His  Master  did  not  forsake  him.  Aor  will 
He  me.  I  am  in  my  duty,  and  can  trust  Him ;  ^ 
calmly,  fully,  and  implicitly.”  “  I  could  make  I 
no  impression,”  said  the  rough  gentleman, 
who  used  afterwards  to  tell  the  story  ;  “  none 
whatever ;  and  I  went  away  in  high  dudgeon. 
Six  weeks  afterwards,  on  reflecting  upon  our 
interview,  I  began  lo  suspect  that  the  old  lady 
had  had  the  best  of  it.  And  six  months  after¬ 
wards  I’d  have  given  fifty  pounds  to  have  i 
seen  her  again,  and  have  unsaid  my  hard 
speeches.  But  so  it  was  not  to  he.  That 
was  our  last  interview'.  She  had  the  look, 
air,  and  manner  of  a  lady  ;  hut  she  owed  j 
nothing  to  her  dress.  Her  ‘  belongings’  were  i 
no  great  matters.  Her  bonnet,  gown,  and 
cloak,”  he  used  invariably  and  jocosely  to  add, 

“  would  have  been  decidedly  pronounced 
those  of  ‘  a  gentlewoman  in  very  reduced 
circumstances.' " 

A  truly  self-dying  and  single-minded  w'o- 
man  !  How'  rare  a  character  in  this  age  of 
self-indulgence,  pretension,  and  grasping  ac¬ 
cumulation  ! 

A  choice  was  given  her,  and  she  made  her  j 
election.  Luxury,  and  a  life  comparatively 
useless  : — systematic  self-denial,  and  count¬ 
less  opportunities  of  doing  good.  She  chose 
the  latter. 

Who  shall  say  how  many  aching  hearts 
she  cheered — how  many  sick  and  dying  beds 
she  smoothed — how  many  widows’  tears  she 
dried — how  many  famishing  orphans  she  fed 
— how  many  prisoners  she  freed— or  to  how  ; 
many  lands  she  was  instrumental  in  sending 
glad  tidings  of  the  Gospel  of  Peace  ? 

Hospitals — Orphan  Asylums  —  Religious 
Societies — Church  Building  Associations — 
Annuity  Societies  for  the  Aged,  Helpless, 
and  Infirm — wherever  want  and  wo  existed, 
there  did  her  bounty  promptly  flow. 

Oh  worldling  !  dost  thou  sneer  at  her  in¬ 
expensive  habits — her  plain  attire — her  frugal 
table — her  limited  household — her  unpretend¬ 
ing  dwelling?  Know  that  she  had  her  en¬ 
joyments  ;  those  w’hich  leave  no  sting  be¬ 
hind. 

The  Great  Supreme  has  “joined  our  plea-  I 
sures  with  our  duties  ;  in  vam  does  man  try  | 
lo  separate  them.”  i 

A  daily  and  {Perpetual  banquet  was  hers. 
“Charity  is  the  truest  epicurism  ;  for  ilmakes 
the  giver  eat  with  many  mouths.”

A  Sketch  of  Arguments  in  Favor 
of  Diocesan  Episcopacy. 

BV  TRE  RIGHT  RET.  OAMIEL  WIL8U.V.  D.  O.,  ! 

Lord  Bitkop  of  CalcuUa. 

1.  In  all  civil,  social,  and  domestic  commu¬ 

nities,  imparity,  or  subordination  of  ranks, 
prevails,  and  always  has  prevailed ;  and  is 
taken  for  granted  in  Scripture,  and  rules  given  ! 
accordingly.  j 

2.  Some  imparity  of  ministers  cannot  be 
•contrary  generally  to  the  divine  will:  this 

we  gather  from  the  threefold  order  of  high 
priest,  priests,  and  Levites,  under  the  Old 
Testament.  This  would  rather  lead  us  lo  \ 
expect  something  of  the  imparity  which  we  \ 
now  find  in  the  New  Testament. 

3.  During  our  Lord’s  ministry  he  was  per¬ 

sonally  the  head  of  his  flock  ^  under  him 
twelve  apostles  ;  lastly,  the  seventy — a  three-  • 
fold  order.  i 

4.  In  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  we  find  the  \ 
apostles  everywhere  the  rulers  of  the  church,  j 
By  them  elders  were  ordained,  probably  from  i 
the  seventy  (the  name  and  number  being  the  j 
same  as  of  those  assistants  of  Aloses  ;  for  in  | 
the  gospel  we  have  the  number  and  first  ap-  ! 
pointment,  and  net  the  name  ;  in  the  Acts  the  ! 
name  and  not  the  number,  nor  first  appoint- 
meul ;  in  the  Pentateuch  we  have  both) ;  lastly 
in  Acts  vi^  the  deacons  are  ordained  as  the 
third  order. 

!  5.  In  the  epistles  to  Timothy  and  Titus  we 

have  these  two,  presbyters  and  evangelists, 
invested  with  a  part  of  the  apostolic  powers. 

I  (I)  They  are  directed  lo  “  ord-ain  presbyters 
I  in  every  city,”  and  “  lay  bands  suddenly  on 
no  man  ;”  (2)  to  charge  presbyters  to  leach 
no  other  doctrine  than  that  of  the  apostles; 
(3)  to  receive  accusations  against  a  presbyter 
only  before  two  or  three  witnesses ;  and  (4) 
lo  set  in  order  things  that  were  wanting  ;  i. 
firstly,  the  power  of  ordination ;  secondly, 
preservation  of  purity  of  doctrine ;  thirdly,  i 
jurisdiction ;  fourthly,  the  supply  of  the  i 
things  left  undone  is  given  them,  which  are 
the  precise  things  that  constitute  what  is  now  | 
called  the  episcopal  office.  After  the  death 
of  the  apostles,  these  succeeded  them  as  the 
first  order  of  ministers,  the  second  and  third 
were  ordained  by  them  as  before  directed  :  j 
a  threefold  order  was  thus  permanently  es¬ 
tablished. 

6.  In  A.  D.  90,  there  was  a  chief  overseer 
or  president  in  each  of  the  seven  churches 
of  Asia,  w'ho  is  addressed  as  familiarly  known 
by  the  name  of  angel,  or  messenger  (a  word 
of  the  same  meaning  as  apostle);  and  the  ; 
faults  of  the  second  order  of  presbyters  (for at  j 
Ephesus  there  must  have  been  many  even 
as  early  as  A.  D.  60,  Arts  zx.)  are  charged 
upon  each  of  them  individually  aa  the  rulers 
of  the  churches. 

7.  After  the  death  of  Su  John,  A.  D.  101, 


Ignatius  (A.  D.  107)  speaks  of  the  three 
orders  as  essential  to  a  Christian  church;  and 
by  him  the  first  order  is  called  distinctly  and 
erapbaiically  the  bi^<>p  (i.  e.,  the  president, 
or  overseer),  as  he  wno  presided  over  his  dio¬ 
cese  ;  just  as  the  presbyters  did  over  their 
separate  fiocks.  The  name  bishop,  which 
simply  designates  any  one  overseeing  or  in-  i 
specting  others,  henceforth  became  gradually 
restrained  in  common  parbnee  to  the  first 
order  ;  the  second  order  being  called  presby- 
ters,  or  elders  ;  and  the  third,  deacons. 

8.  And,  though  the  apostle  did  not  in  so 
many  words  declare  that  this  ecclesiastical 
order  was  lo  be  perpetual,  yet  regulations 
thus  made,  by  men  who  were  divinely  in’- 
spired  to  settle  things  in  a  society  which  was 
designed  lo  be  perpetual,  are  of  course  per¬ 
petual  until  they  are  abrv>gaied  by  an  author¬ 
ity  equal  to  that  by  which  they  were  enacted 
-which  is  not  pretended. 

9.  Accordingly,  during  the  fifteen  centu¬ 
ries  preceding  the  Reformation,  no  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  church  can  be  shown  to  have  ob¬ 
tained  but  that  which  was  administered  by  a 
higher  order  than  that  of  Presbyters,  and 
called,  in  the  age  immediately  following  the 
apostles,  by  the  same  name  as  that  which 
distinguishes  them  from  presbyters  now — 
episcopi,  bishops  (i.  e.,  overseers,  or  presi¬ 
dents). 

10.  In  the  sixteenth  century, Calvin,  Beza, 
Luther,  .Melancihon,  admitted  the  superior 
authority  of  episcopacy  :  so  did  Molincus  ; 
Theodorus  ;  Chamierus  ;  Blondel  ;  Baxter ; 
Bochart ;  the  president  of  the  synod  of  Dort ; 
Mosheim,  dec.  So  triumphant  is  the  argu¬ 
ment,  moral  demonstration  cannot  go  much 
further.  There  is  absolutely  nothing  on  the 
other  side. 

11.  For  the  objection  that  the  mere  word 
overseer,  president,  or  episcopus,  or  bishop, 
was  applied,  during  the  lives  of  the  apostles, 
to  all  pastors  who  had  the  oversight  of  others, 
W'hether  of  single  flocks  as  presbyters,  or  of 
other  |>astors  and  flocks  with  delegated  au¬ 
thority,  as  Timothy  and  Titus,  is  a  point 
which  has  never  been  controverted,  it  is 
not  for  a  word  or  n.ime  that  we  contend,  but 
for  the  threefold  order  of  ecclesiastical  gov¬ 
ernment,  established  by  the  apostles,  and 
which  came  into  full  operation  after  their 
death.  Still  the  name  bishop  was  restrained 
to  the  first  order,  in  the  age  next  the  apostoli¬ 
cal,  and  so  has  continued  ever  since. 

12.  Our  reformers,  however,  at  the  blessed 
period  of  the  Reformation,  though  they  held 
most  strongly  the  divine  origin  of  the  episco¬ 
pal  government,  and  retained  it  in  our  own 
church,  yet,  with  their  usual  wisdnin  and 
moderation,  abstained  from  laying  it  down  as 
absolutely  and  in  all  cases  essential  to  the  be- 
ingorachurch,nnd  therefore  penned  their  nine¬ 
teenth  and  twenty-third  articles,  so  as  to  allow 
them  lo  acknowledge  the  foreign  reformed 
Christian  bodies,  though  irregularly  constituted 
at  first  and  still  continuing  in  an  imperfect  state, 
to  be  true  churches  as  to  all  the  essentials  of  n 
ohurch  of  Christ.  Hooker,  in  his  incompara¬ 
ble  work,  thus  expresses  the  genuine  mind  of 
our  reformers  :  “  Another  extraordinary  kind 
of  vocation  is  when  the  exigence  of  necessity 
doth  constrain  lo  leave  the  usual  ways  of  the 
church,  which  otherwise  we  would  willingly 
keep?  where  the  church  must  needs  have 
some  ordained,  and  neither  hath  nor  can  have 
’possibly  a  bishop  to  ordain  ;  in  case  of  such 
necessity,  the  ordinary  institution  of  God  hath 
given  oftentimes,  and  may  give  place.” 


The  Evangelical  Section  of  the 
Church  of  England. 

The  Rev.  Daniel  Wilson,  Vicar  of  Isling¬ 
ton,  has  published  a  pamphlet  on  the  slate 
of  things  in  the  Church,  in  which  he  says ; — 

“That  the  present  position  of  the  Church 
of  England  ii  one  of  considerable  danger, 
can  hardly  admit  of  doubt  to  the  thnughlful 
mind.  We  have  reached  a  crisis  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  our  religious  liberties:  a  crisis,  the 
issue  of  which  no  human  foresight  can  dis¬ 
cover.  'I’he  most  momentous  interests  are  at 
slake.  The  present  is  no  contest  about  ex¬ 
ternal  forms  or  ecclesiastical  rites.  All  those 
great  saving  truths  of  Christianity,  for  the 
maintenance  of  which  our  Reformers  strove, 
and  suffered,  and  bled,  are  perilled. 

“  The  question  at  issue  is,  whether  the 
Church  of  our  forefathers  shall  henceforth  be 
the  faithful  depository  of  that  pure  scriptural 
truth  which  is  comprised  in  her  recognised 
formularies,  or  whether  she  shall  gradually  be 
permitted  to  relapse  into  vain  superstitions 
and  “  dangerous  deceits,”  bolding  the  name 
without  the  power  and  life  of  Christianity, 
submitting  her  conscience  to  the  dogmatic 
leaching  of  assumed  dictators  of  her  faith, 
and  thus  preparing,  at  no  distant  period,  to 
drop  her  distinctive  appellation  as  a  Reformed 
Church,  and  to  resume  her  prior  position  as  a 
vassal  of  the  See  of  Rome. 

“  Such,  then,  is  the  actual  position  of  our 
Church.  We  have  been  led  on,  step  by  step, 
to  the  present  crisis.  Rome  is  roused  to  in¬ 
creased  activity.  A  powerful  body  within 
the  Church  is  seconding  her  efforts.  Their 
energy  is  great;  their  zeal  untiring.  Large 
numbers  in  the  upper  ranks  cf  society,  both 
among  the  clergy  and  laity,  support  them, 
while  the  true-hearted  sons  of  the  Reforma¬ 
tion  are  making  no  combined  and  public  move¬ 
ment  lo  arrest  the  gathering  storm. 

“  I  venture  lo  assert  that  it  is  a  sofemn  duty 
which  we  owe  lo  our  God  and  Saviour,  who 
has  so  long  honored  our  Church  as  the  great 
depository  of  truth,  lo  enter  our  protest  openly, 
publicly,  and  unitedly  against  these  errors, 
and  lo  declare  our  steadfastness  in  the  faith. 
We  are  called  upon  lo  be  witnesses  for  the 
truth.  Fidelity  toour  Divine  Master  demands 
this  sacrifice  at  our  hands.  It  may  be  pain¬ 
ful  to  our  feelings  lo  quit  our  privacy,  and  of¬ 
fer  ourselves  as  the  objects  of  attack  ;  but 
this  is  DO  common  crisis.  There  are  times 
when  repose  is  treachery,  when  worldly  pru¬ 
dence  IS  a  cloak  for  unfaithfulness,  when  timi¬ 
dity  is  akin  to  dishonesty.” 

.Mr.  Wilson  then  proceeds  to  his  plan  cf 
action.  None  but  decidedly  spiritual,  earnest, 
evangelical  men  are  to  be  sought  or  depended 
on.  'I’here  must  be  “a  basis  of  union,”— 
the  articles,  “  laken  in  the  literal  and  gram¬ 
matical  sense.”  Then,  “a  closer  bond  of 
union  is  lo  he  formed  between  the  pious  cler¬ 
gy  and  laity,  with  a  view  to  work  together  in 
this  hallowed  enterprise.”  And  then  comes 
the  scheme  of  action,  of  which  the  following 
are  prominent. 

“  Having  laid  down  the  general  plan  of 
operation,  a  certain  machinery  will  be  requi¬ 
site  ;  the  jDore  simple  it  is  the  better.  A 
general  agreement  in  some  well-considered 
plan  of  action  will  be  essential  at  the  outset. 
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A  public  demonstration  at  the  present  moment 
would  perhaps  he  hardiy  deeirable,  hut  a  few 
leading  clergymen  and  Uyn^^n  from  the  prin¬ 
cipal  towns  ol  the  kingdom,  might  at  cnee 
meet  in  the  metropolis  tor  mutual  counsel.  A 
central  committee,  composed  of  sn  equal  num¬ 
ber  of  clergy  and  laily,  might  then  be  formt-d 
in  Ijondon.  Similar  committees  might  follow 
throughout  the  kingdom.  Corresponding 
members  with  the  London  committee  would 
be  placed  upon  each.  A  ready  medium  of 
communication  would  thus  be  opened.  The 
object  of  these  cominiilees  would  be  to  cirru- 
late  information,  to  watch  the  proct'edings  if 
the  movement  party,  lo  promote  petitions,  .r 
protests,  at  from  time  lo  lime  they  are  re¬ 
quired,  to  summon  meetings  of  a  more  public 
character  if  needful,  to  be  prepared  to  meet 
any  further  aiteinpts  at  innovr.noo,  and  n- 
erally  to  exert  themselves  for  the  preservatu  ii 
of  Protestant  truth.  All  members  of  the-^ 
committees  should  be  required  to  sign  - 
claraiion,  stating  generally  their  news  onV.e 
points  at  issue,  and  their  desire  to  unit' 
in  suppressing  the  progress  of  I’opery  among 
us. 

“The  press  would  furnish  an  important 
means  for  carrying  out  our  object.  Prohahiv 
BO  editorial  cvKomiitee  would  be  formed  f.ir 
publishing  w'orks  calculated  to  expose  the  de¬ 
signs  of  the  movement  party,  and  to  givo 
needful  suggestions  and  intormalion. 

“The  pulpits  of  our  country  might  also  ho 
rendered  avaibbie.  I  should  be  sorry  to  seu 
the  pulpit  made  a  vehicle  for  coniroversml  de¬ 
bates;  the  lime  and  place  are  too  snrred  for 
such  discussions;  still  the  clergy,  in  iheir se¬ 
lection  of  topics  and  mode  of  handling  them, 
may  do  much  lo  guard  their  people  against 
the  spreading  heresy. 

“Nor  ought  we  to  content  ourselvea  with 
protesting  against  heresy  and  inculcating 
truth.  Active  measures  should  be  laken  for 
urging  upon  the  proper  authorities  the  removal 
of  the  olfer.dmg  members  from  the  Cliurrh. 
Why  are  men  to  bt^  allowed  lo  minister  at  h«T 
altars,  w  ho  are  leaching  and  publishing  doc¬ 
trines  in  the  very  teeth  of  har  articles  ? 
W  hy  may  not  some  of  their  grosser  publica¬ 
tions  be  brought  lo  the  test  of  our  ecclesias¬ 
tical  laws  ?”

Our  lirghly  favored  brniich  of  the  holy 
Catholic  Church  has  a  standard  of  unity, 
which  is  drawn  directly  from  the  fountain  of 
inspiration,  transmitted  through  the  sacred 
channel  of  ajiostolic  truth  and  order,  iiimI 
guarded  on  every  side  hy  the  strung  and 
powerful  bulwarks  of  pure  and  primitive  d«  c- 
trine.  On  all  the  great  and  essential  pomts 
of  faith,  worship,  and  discipline,  wc  arc  an 
completely  one,  as  the  Church  has  ever 
been,  or  as,  in  the  nature  of  ihinu!*, 
the  Church  can  ever  hope  to  be,  in  tins 
her  militant  state  of  comparative  imper¬ 
fection.  But  this  admirable  and  sublime 
sti.ndard  does  not  exclude  a  variety  of 
opinions,  mterpretations.and  disputes, on  lesser 
points,  in  which  we  differ.  And  the  diffi-r- 
ence  in  these  leads  to  the  existence  of  schools, 
or  parties,  whose  strifes  are  all  liable  to  the 
danger  of  exaggeration  and  interference,  w  hen 
the  bond  of  substantial  unity  is  forgotten,  mid 
brotherly  love  is  sacrificed  on  the  false  altar 
of  supposed  truth,  and  a  bigoted  altachmeni 
to  our  own  favorite  class  of  notions  assnme.s 
the  highest  place  amongst  the  virtues  of  le- 
ligiun. 

It  is  in  this  tendency  to  party  spirit,  that 
we  are  lo  look  for  the  peril  of  the  fyhur'  h's 
unity.  On  a  foriner  occasion,  1  endeavored 
to  prove  that  the  existence  of  parties  was  un¬ 
avoidable  and  that  it  was  even  useful,  provid¬ 
ed  the  spirit  of  party  was  kept  down,  by  the 
watchful  tenderness  of  brotherly  affection,  mid 
the  high  standard  of  essential  truth  and  i  rder 
was  not  confounded  with  the  narrow  views  of 
sectarian  temper,  which  is,  of  all  Ihirig?  iho 
most  hostile  to  genuine  Catholicity.  And  al¬ 
though  I  may  well  doubt  whether  my  lim.,- 
Lle  effort  was  then  acceptable,  and  may  now 
fear  that  my  application  of  the  principle  will 
prove  lo  be  no  better  than  a  beating  of  the  .ur, 
yet  1  cannot  in  candor  abstain  from  th“  at¬ 
tempt  to  impress  upon  mv  respected  aud  tor«, 
the  importance  of  magnifying  our  bond  of  con- 
cord^and  setting  as  light  an  estimate  as  pc/ssi- 
hle  upon  our  arguments  of  strife,  in  obedience 
to  the  divine  declaration,  “  Behold  how  gmal 
and  pleasant  it  is, for  brethren  to  dwell  together 
in  unity  !” 

But  it  may  h«  asked,  how  shall  men  walk 
together,  unless  they  be  agreed  !  I  answer, 
that  it  is  indeed  necessary  for  Christian  unity 
to  be  agreed,  and  yet  it  is  not  necessary  that 
this  should  extend  to  all  points  of  religious 
opinion,  so  lung  ns  they  are  agreed  in  the 
main  and  essential  points  of  established  faith 
and  order. 

Again  it  may  be  asked,  what  is  to  be  dono 
if  they  do  not  concur  in  these  !  I  ans'.\er 
that  the  difference  cannot  he  great,  amung.'^t 
those  who  are  willing  lo  abide  by  thu 
same  authoritative  standards.  If  any  are 
found  to  have  de{>arted  from  those  standards, 
whether  in  faith  ur  morals,  the  Church  has 
provided  a  sufficient  tribunal  of  judgment  and 
discipline.  And  it  it  our  duly  to  appeal  to 
that  tribunal  in  every  flagrant  case,  and  to  ac¬ 
quiesce  quietly  and  peaceably  in  its  decision  ; 
since  otherwise,  unity  becomes  impossible, 
and  discipline  is  dishonored,  and  the  very 
mode  which  is  established  to  put  an  end  to 
controversy,  is  converted  into  an  apology  for 
making  it  more  mischievous  than  before,  when 
the  spirit  of  judgment  is  resisted  by  the  spirit 
of  party,  and  a  factious  oppoeiliun  lords  it 
over  the  Church  of  God. 

And  here  lies  the  inherent  danger  of  all 
party  combinations,  namely,  in  their  tendency 
to  exaggerate  their  own  peculiar  notions  into 
a  feciilious  importance,  to  introduce  another 
standard  of  interpretation  for  the  purpose  of 
controlling  the  more  enlarged  and  comprehen¬ 
sive  standards  of  the  Church,  and  then  to  re¬ 
gard  themselves  as  the  only  portion  which  is 
faithful,  nnd  to  ray  lo  all  who  refuse  to  join 
them,  “  Stand  by  for  we  are  holier  than  thou.” 
The  extreme  difficulty  of  guarding  against 
this  pally  spirit,  which  is  so  apt  to  run  after  a 
while  into  a  species  of  bitter  fanaticism,  forms 
the  strongest  argument  against  party  organi¬ 
zation.  For  nothing  is  so  fatal  to  that  frait  r- 
nal  love,  without  which  it  is  impossible  for 
brethren  lo  dwell  together  in  unity.  And  yet

His 
venerable  mother  was  enrolled  amongst  our 
communicants  at  Fort  Smith,  and  proved  her¬ 
self  indeed  “a  mother  in  Israel.”  Her  son 
and  his  family  have  joined  another  commu¬ 
nion,  but  they  still  cherish  a  warm  interest  in 
the  church.  He  assured  me  that  he  should 
train  up  his  children  in  her  heavenly  ways, 
and  he  has  subscribed  for  two  church  papers. 
Others  I  found  also,  and  many,  many  others 
could  be  found,  had  we  the  opportunity  of 
searching  the  wilderness  for  them.  But, 
finally,  consider  how  much  our  tiiissionaries 
and  members  suffer  in  this  region,  for  the 
want  of  convenient  houses  of  worship.  In 
Arkansas  we  have  two  houses  of  worship, 
one  at  Van  Buren,  16  by  32,  nearly  finished, 
but  already  occupied.  The  missionary  at 
Fort  Smith  has  three  congregations  regularly 
ministered  unto,  and  but  the  church  above 
named.  He  needs  two  more,  and  his  people 
have  already  raised  some  $300  in  one  place,  | 
and  $500  more  will  secure  us  two  convenient 
but  plain  churches. 

Mr.  Hinckle,  of  Cincinnati,  will  furnish  the 
portable  materials  for  two  frame  buildings, 
ready  to  be  set  up,  for  $250,  and  $50  more 
will  pay  the  insurance  and  freight  lo  Arkan¬ 
sas,  and  now,  if  our  friends  will  help  us  raise 
the  amount  required,  they  will  greatly  in- 
crease  our  comfort  and  spiritual  growth,  with¬ 
out  in  the  least  diminishing  their  own.  Indeed 
in  so  good  a  cause,  “  there  is  that  givelh  and 
yet  increaselh.”  We  need,  moreover,  books 
and  apparatus  for  the  important  work  of  re¬ 
religious  instruction  ;  and  we  earnestly  re¬ 
quest  that  any  who  are  willing  to  come  to  our 
aid,  would  send  their  contributions  to  Messrs.

Earnest  Protest  against  Sooinianism.

It  is  for  the  faith  tit  our  fathers  that  we 
rise  :  il  is  to  defend  the  hope  of  our  children, 
that  those  whom  we  would  do  our  utmost 
lo  serve,  and  make  happy — whose  sincerity 
we  cannot  doubt,  and  whose  virtues  we  do 
not  disparage — should  abet  the  system  which 
these  and  former  pages  have  been  traced  to 
expose  and  confound,  is,  to  us,  equal  occa¬ 
sion  of  grief  and  astonishment.  We  could 
rend  our  garments,  as  we  have  our  hearts, 
for  them  :  we  could  pile  dust  upon  our  heads, 
and,  for  their  recovery  from  this  snare,  would 
“  lay  down  our  necks.”  Plainly  we  state  our 
convictions  ;  as  plainly  we  allege  their  perils. 
We  conjure,  we  beseech  them,  lo  ponder 
their  responsibility  in  forming  such  opinions 
— their  still  more  hazardous  responsibility  in 
propagating  them.  But  we  do  not  condemn. 
We  are  voyaging  across  the  same  ocean,  and 
but  warn  them  of  the  gulf  which  can  only 
be  escaped,  and  but  direct  them  to  the  haven 
which  can  only  be  attained  by  adherence  to  the 
chart  and  pole  of  revealed  verily.  For  them  we 
can  entertain  no  emoiios  but  of  love — love  of 
every  variety,  save  that  of  religious  compla¬ 
cency  ;  towards  them  we  can  make  no  ap¬ 
proach  but  that  of  kindness — kindness  of 
every  service  save  thu  of  religious  co-ope¬ 
ration.  Men,  brethren  citizens,  compatriots, 
disciples  of  science,  Trends  of  humanity,  we 
hail,  we  embrace  you  I  But  their  system  is 
not  a  sacred  norsensiive  thing.  It  requires, 
it  merits,  no  couriesyi  It  excites  untnixed 
loathiqi;  and  detestalim.  It  is  a  body  of  death, 
a  phantom  skeleton  threatening,  chilling, 
petrifying,  taunting,  frisly,  ghastly— a  •*  king 
of  terrors.”  Its  course  is  like  the  Spectre 
Destroyer  in  the  Prcphecy,  borne  recklessly, 
ruthlessly,  forward,  3n  his  pale  horse,  while 
Hades  follows  with  liin  !  We  can  track  it 
by  its  blight  of  piety,  simplicity,  zeal.  It 
leaves  its  inonuiiiento  in  dispeopled  sanctu¬ 
aries,  wrecked  hopea,and  ruined  souls.  The

Happy 
would  it  have  been  had  he,  even  at  the  last 
moment,  discerned  the  fearful  nature  of  the 
precipice  over  which  he  was  about  to  fling 
himself,  and  drawn  back  ere  it  was  too  late. 
But,  no — it  has  not  so  happened.  Mr.  Wil¬ 
berforce  (my  informant  was  an  eye  witness  of 
the  proceeding,)  was  confirmed  by  the  Car¬ 
dinal  Archbishop  of  Mechlin  last  Saturday 
week,  and  his  children  have  been  received 
along  with  him,  Mrs.  Wilberforce  having  been 
received  before  they  left  England.  Mr.  Wil¬ 
berforce  was  received  at  Brussels — his  chil¬ 
dren  at  Mechlin.  There  was  no  re-baptizing, 
assurance  having  been  given  that  the  rile  had 
been  in  every  instance  duly  performed  in  the 


viliting  them,  they  rejected  the  Goipel,  and 
turned  a  deaf  ear  to  all  our  entreaties  to 
cease  from  war  and  cannibalism.  Now,  the- 
Goepel  is  winning  its  silent  way,  and  civili- 
zatioa  adds  fresh  comforts  to  their  homes. 
The  miller  informed  me  that  the  quantity  of 
wheat  ground  at  Ngauburuhuru  this  season 
is  about  2500  bushels.  'I'he  wheal-fields  are 
more  extensive  this  year.” 

Proposed  New  Metropolitan  Bishopric. 

— Arrangements,  which  il  is  very  generally 
stated  hare  received  the  sanctioif  of  ’her 
Majesty’s  government,  have  been  made  for 
introducing  early  next  session  a  bill  into  par¬ 
liament  providing  for  the  erection  of  Souih- 
w’ark  into  a  distinct  episcopalsee.  To  accom¬ 
plish  this  object  it  is  intended  to  subdivide 
the  present  immense  diocese  of  London  and 
Winchester  (in  the  latter  of  which  Southwark 
is  situate). 

An  Improvement. — A  ncTrt'eas  under,  has 
been  fixed  in  a  village  church  about  five  miles 
from  Colchester,  by  the  owner  of  the,  hall 
immediately  contiguous  to  the  sacred  edi¬ 
fice;  “Whereas  it  has  been  the  custom 
for  many  years  past  in  this  parish  to 
give  precedence  to  the  esquire  of  the  parish 
in  going  out  of  church  on  Sunday,  the  par¬ 
ishioners  are  respectfully  reminded  that  such 
distinctions  in  the  house  of  God  have  no  foun¬ 
dation  in  Scripture;  and  the  parishioners  are 
also  respectfully  reminded  fhat  they  have 
only  to  consult  their  own  convenience  in  going 
out  of  church,  as  they  already  do  in  coming 
into  church.— Oct.  (Iih,  1850.” — Essex 
Standard. 

An  Affkctino  Scene. — The  late  George 
Dunn,  gaoler  of  Kilmaiiiham,  a  blunt,  kind- 
hearted  Northumbrian,  being  requested  to 
mention  tbe  incident  connected  with  capital 
punishments  which  had  most  affected  him 
during  his  long  experience,  selected  one  so 
simple  and  eo  toaching,  as-prirtreB' him  to  have 
been  possessed  not  only  of  very  lender  feelings 
but  ot  a  most  correct  and  delicate  judgment. 
At  the  last  interview  between  a  condemned 
criminal  and  his  wife,  their  child — a  bonny 
wee  thing  just  beginning  to  prattle— was  play¬ 
ing  about  the  cell.  Her  eye  was  caught  by 
the  glitter  of  the  bolts  which  confined  the 
father’s  legs  ;  and  she  cried  out,  in  blissful 
ignorance  of  theii^usc,  “Oh,  daddy,  daddy, 
what  pretty  things  !  You  never  wore  ihosie 
at  home.”  “  Many  a  sad  thing  I  have  seen,” 
said  the  honest  gaoler,  “  and  many  a  bitter 
cry  have  1  heard  within  these  walls,  but 
never  one  that  made  me  blubber  like  a  child 
till  then.  The  mother,  sir,  and  the  poor  fellow 
himself — ho  !  sir,  il  was  terrible,  terrible  !”

lished  censures  of  the  Archbishop.  He  states  that  he 
has  been  supported  and  encouraged  by  dignitaries  in 
as  high  a  position  as  that  which  the  Archbishop  of 
Paris  holds.

The 
inc.ome  from  his  writings  was  bestow-ed  upon 
the  Missionary,  Bible,  and  other  societies,  and 
upon  hospitals.  Thoughts  of  himself  never 
seem  to  have  obtruded  upon  his  mind.  He 
would  sometimes  give  away  to  a  poor  student 
all  the  money  he  bad  about  him, at  the  moment 
the  request  was  made  of  him,  even  his  new 
coat,  retaining  the  old  one  for  himself.  You 
have  known  this  great  man  in  your  country 
more  on  account  of  his  learning  from  his  books, 
than  in  any  other  Why  ;  but  here,  where  he 
has  lived,  one  finds  that  his  private  character 
bis  piety,  his  charity,  have  distinguished  him 
above  all  others.  It  would  be  difficult  to  de¬ 
cide  whether  the  influence  of  his  example  has 
not  been  as  great  as  that  of  his  writings  up¬ 
on  the  thousands  of  young  men  who  have 
been  his  pupils.  Protestants,  Catholics,  near¬ 
ly  all  the  leading  preachers  throughout  Ger¬ 
many  have  attended  his  lectures, and  all  have 
been  more  or  less  guided  by  him.  While 
philosophy  has  for  years  been  attempting  to 
usurp  the  place  of  religion,  Neander  has  been 
the  chief  instrument  in  combatting  it,  and  in 
keeping  the  true  faith  constantly  before  the 
students.  He  was  better  acquainted  with 
the  church  history  and  the  writings  of  the 
Fathers,  than  any  one  of  his  time.  It  has 
been  the  custom,  upon  the  recurrence  of  his 
birthday,  for  the  students  to  present  to  him  a 
rare  edition  of  one  of  the  Fathers,  and  thus  he 
has  come  to  have  one  of  the  most  complete 
sets  of  their  writings  to  be  found  in  any  library. 
Turning  from  his  great  liteiary  attainments, 
from  all  considerations  suggested  by  his  pro¬ 
found  learning,  it  is  pleasant  to  contemplate 
the  pure  Christian  char.'ftter  yf  the  man.  Al¬ 
though  born  a  Jew,  his  whole  life  seemed  to 
be  a  sermon  upon  the  text,  “  T'hat  disciple 
whom  Jesus  loved  said  unto  Peter,  It  is  the 
Lord  !”  Neander’s  life  resembled  more  “  that 
disciple’s”  than  any  other.  He  was  the  lov¬ 
ing  John,  the  new  Church-father  of  our  limes. 
His  sickness  was  only  of  a  few  days’  duration. 
On  Monday  he  held  his  lecture  as  usual. 
The  next  day  he  was  seized  with  a  species 
oi  cholera.  A  day  or  two  of  pain  was  follow’ed 
by  a  lucid  interval,  when  the  physicians  were 
encouraged  to  hope  fur  his  recovery.  During 
this  interval  he  dictated  a  page  of  his  “  Church 
History,”  and  then  said  to  his  sister,  “  I  am 
weary — let  us  go  home.”  He  had  no  lime  to 
die.  He  needed  no  further  preparation ; 
his  whole  life  had  been  the  best  preparation  ; 
and  up  to  the  last  moment  we  see  him 
active  in  his  Master’s  service.  The  disease 
returned  with  a  redoubled  I'.rce,  a  day  or  two 
more  of  suffering,  ami  on  Sunday,  less  than  a 
week  from  the  day  ot  attack,  he  was  dead.

and  find  not  a  single  memorial  left  of  him. 
The  Church  which  he  had  defended  canon¬ 
ized  him,  and  held  up  his  name  to  worship: 
within  two  years  after  his  death,  his  relics 
were  laid  in  a  rich  shrine;  the  scene  of  his 
martyrdom  became  a  place  of  pilgrimage  to 
all  nations,  and  the  marble  pavement  of  Can¬ 
terbury  Cathedral  may  be  seen  at  this  day 
worn  by  the  knees  of  his  wurship|)ers.  But 
the  power  which  he  had  defied,  the  kingly 
power,  uncanonized  him,  desecrated  his 
shrine,  burned  his  relics,  and  flung  his  ashes 
into  the  Thames.  By  an  act  in  council  of 
Henry  VIII.  it  was  solemnly  decreed  “that 
Thomas  k  Becket  was  no  saint,  but  a  rebel 
and  a  traitor  ;  that  he  should  no  longer  be 
called  or  esteemed  a  saint;  that  all  images

The  terrified 
wife  looks  on,  while  the  physician  feels  his 
patient’s  wrist,  smothering  her  agonies,  as 
ihe  children  have  been  called  upon  lo  stop 
their  plays  and  their  talk  !  Over  the  patient 
in  fever,  the  wife  expectant,  the  children  un¬ 
conscious,  the  doctor  stands  as  if  he  were  fate, 
the  dispenser  of  life  and  death  ;  he  must  let 
the  patient  off  this  time  ;  the  woman  prays 
so  for  his  respite !  One  can  fancy  how 
awful  the  responsibility  must  be  to  a  conscien¬ 
tious  man  ;  how  cruel  the  feeling  that  he  has 
given  the  wrong  remedy,  or  that  it  might 
have- been  possible  to  do  belter  ;  how  harass¬ 
ing  the  sympathy  with  survivors  if  the  case 
is  unfortunate;  how  great  the  delight  of  vic¬ 
tory. — livjfiilo  Christian  Advocate.

dence  during  their  earliest  years  under  the  pa¬ 
ternal  roof — all  these  present  to  the  contem¬ 
plative  eye  a  combination  of  thing:  which  dis¬ 
play,  by  their  singular  adaptation,  one  of  the 
niost  remarkable  proofs  of  Infinite  Wisdom. 
Fewer  hands  could  not  possibly  accomplish 
this  mighty  task  ;  a  task  which  cannot  be  ac¬ 
complished  by  proxy  ;  nor  could  substitutes  be 
found.  All  the  wisdom  of  legislation,  all  the 
energy  of  despetism,  would  be  spent  upon  it 
in  vain.  It  is  beyond  calculation  n  greater  and 
more  arduous  work  than  ail  the  labors  of  all 
rulers,  whether  legislative,  executive,  or  judi¬ 
cial  united.
